gued time and time again and I do not 
propose to discusa that question here, 
altho’ it is only fair for me to say that 
I believe in the dance at the proper 
time and place.

RECENT PROCLAMATION. - 


MUST eet PERMIT To TRAVEL 


Cannot Approach Within 100 Yards, 
Any Wharfs—Not Permitted . to 
Travet On Any Water Way. 


Washington—-Drastic regulations to 
establish government agents to keep 
thousands of Germans in the United 
States under constant surveillance and 
curb the treasonable activities of 2 
few, are being promulgated by Attor- 
ney General Gregory to make effective 
the proclamation issued Monday by 
President Wilson imposing réstrictions 
on alien enemies. 

By means of the new regulations the 
department of justice expects to be 
able to round up a number of Germans, 
believed to have directed organized 
campaigns of sabotage to embarrass 
the United States. 

Under the proclamation unnatural- 
ized male Germans above the age of 
14 are required to register with the 
police or some other authority to be 
designated by the attorney general. In 
addition, they must report periodically 
to some’ official, if the attorney general 
80 orders. - 

They may not travel in the United 
States without a permit, and may not 
approach within 100 yards of any 
wharf, pier, dock, warehouse, shed, ele- 
vator, storage house, railroad terminal, 
or other establishment which the at- 
torney general may designate. 

They are forbidden to travel on the 
ocean, Great Lakes, or any river or 
waterway, either on public vessels cr 
in their own private boats. They 
may not enter or live in the District 
of Columbia or the Panama _ canal 
zone, and are not permitted to’ make 
flights in balloons or airplanes. 

The new order appiies to Germans 
living within. the United States, the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, Alaska and 
other possessions or territories. it 
does not affect subjects of Austria, 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 

In administering the new regula- 
tions, the department of justice will 
annay law-abiding Germans as Httle as 
possible.

Thriving Russian City That Controls 
River Dvina Valiey, One of the 
Strongest Fortified. 


Dvinsk, one of Russia’s strongest for- 
tified cities, is described in a bulletin 
issued by the National Geographic so- 
clety, which says: 

“With a population of 110,000, In- 
cluding 30,000 Jews, Dvinsk is a city 
of prime importance to Russia, for it 
virtually controls the whole valley of 
the River Dvina, upon whose right 
bank it Is situated, 110 miles (185 
iniles by river) southeast of Riga. 

“Not only 1s Dvinsk important as a 
strategic river point, but as a thriving 
railway center. It is the punction 
point for the great arteries of com- 
merce running from Riga to Smolensk 
and from Petrograd to Vilna. There 
is also an important railroad to Libau. 
Dvinsk is 882 miles by rail southwést 
of Petrograd. 

“Dvinsk is an important agricultural 
center, enjoying an extensive trade in 
flax, hemp and grain. It is also a big 
thnber market, and {ts flourishing In- 
dustries before the war included flour 
mills, breweries, match and tobacco 
factories, tanneries, brick and tile 
works. : 

“In most eneyclopedias and gazeteers 
the city is listed under its old name 
of Dnaburg, but in 1893 the Russian 
authorities officially declared {t to be 
Dvyinsk. 

“During Napoleon's Russian cam- 
paign in 1812 Marshnl Oudinot tried 
in vain to capture the bridgehead at 
Dvinsk, but the honor .of. taking the 


city was reserved for Macdonala a few: 
weeks later.”

‘ormer Grayling Citizen Died 
Suddenly. 

Albert E. Newman died suddenly 
at Medford, Oregon, Nov. 3rd 1917 at 
4a.m. aged 81 years and two days, 
was laid to rest in the I. O. O. F. cem- 
etry at Medford, Oregon, Nov. 6th at 
2:00 p.m. He died very quietly with- 
out any suffering. He was a kind 
and loving husband and father and 
willbe greatly missed. The, follow- 
ing is a sketch of his life taken from a 
newspaper clipping many years ago 
when he first went to Oregon. 
SKETCH of the LIFKE of ALBERT E. 

NEWMAN. 

Albert BE. Newman was born at Ply- 
mouth, Wayne County, Mich., Oct- 
ober 31, 1836, aud in his youth attend- 
ed the common schools. At the age 
of 18 he began to workin the lumber 
woods on the Muskegon river, where 
he cut and hauled the logs to the 
river, drove them down the Muskegon 
to Newaygo, helped saw them into 
lumber, put it into rafts and run them 
to Muskegon. 

He then engaged with a U. S. sur- 
veyor to go to Clare County on a tim- 
ber cruise for Rust, Sandburn & Co., 
of Port Huron. While thus engaged 
in the backwoods, thickly inhubited 
by the black aud gray timber wolves, 
catamounts and lynx, (they gave him 
pleaty of music to Inll him to sleep) 
through his own efforts he, obtained 
an excellent knowledge of surveying 
which he chose as a vocation and has 
since followed with success. 

On November 10, 1861 he was miar- 
ried to Catherine Ricker, and located 
on a homestead in Mecosta County. In 
1865 he enlisted in the 15th Michigan 
volunteers and was mustered ont at 
Little Rock, Ark., with his regiment, 
after which he returned to the back- 
woods and resumed his job. 

He moved to Grayling, Crawford 
County, January 6, 1883, and com- 
menced cruising timber for Salling, 
Hanson & Co., on the frozen suows of 
a long tedious winter. The work was 
made much easier by the aid of a pair 
of Indian-made snow shoes bought of 
the old historic chief, Shop-pe-na-gon, 
of Grayling. While negotiating for 
them the old chief remarked, ‘‘my wife 
he make um puty good stis kind.” 

In the course of common events the 


citizens of Grayling requested him to 


accept the vomination of supervisor 
on the people's ticket. But he being 
of the old Jeffersonian stock succeed- 
ed in persuading J. O. Hadley and 
others to organize a Democratic party 
and he headed the ticket for super: 
visor, who with a number of others 
was elected. Thus becoming the first 
Democratic surveyor elected in Gray- 
ling. He had already served as super- 
visor for the country from which he 
came. Healso served several terms 
as a county surveyor and isa charter 
member of Marvin Post, G. A. R. of 
Grayling; a member of the Masonic 
lodge and chapter of R. A. M., Gray- 
ling. 

Now back to the snow shoes, he 
bought them of the Indian in the win- 
ter of 1883 and used them nearly all 
winter and many winters thereafter. 
He used them on Drusumond island 
in Canada, andin Minniasata on St. 
Joseph island he loaned them to a 
squaw to attend a snow shoe party 
where she took the prize against 200 
competitors, If they could talk they 
could tell of many a long tramp and 
of many, many weary legs. In 1903 
they were turned over to the writer 
who placed them in the museum of 
the pioneer and historical society, at 
Lansing, where, when last seen, they 
were resting ina conspicuous place on 
a mantie prepared expressly for them. 
May they long rest as a fitting mem- 
orial to that hardy class of pioneers 
who are fast passing away. 

Mr. Newman is now located at Med- 
ford, Oregon, where in spite of his 
age he is making good as a civil en- 
giueer, a position gained by his own 
merits, : 

-In his own words in a recent letter 
he says, “the people havé chosen me 
to dumerous offices while sojourning 
in the good old land of Crawford 
county and now in my old age while

ITEMS FROM aa OLD HOME 


Resume of the Most Important Events 
in’ Sweden, Norway and Denmark— 
Of Interest to the Scandinavians 
in America. 


SWEDEN. 


Fhe premier of Sweden, Nils Eden, 
has. announced the program of the 
new Swedish cabinet as follows: 
“Our most important duty will be tn- 
violably to maintain the neutrality of 
our country tu accordance with the re- 
peated statements of our government 


and the clearly expressed desire of the , 


Swedish people—that is, a neutrality 
to be nbsolutely {mpartial toward both 
of the belligerent groups, and to pur- 
sue our commercial policies in ac- 
cordance therewith, Our ardent de- 
sire is to maintdin and with all means 
try to develop still more the co-op- 
eration, established during the world 
war, between the three Scandinavian 
kingdoms, We give our sincerest ap- 
proval to the efforts made from yarl- 
ous sources to bring about, after the 
war, an endurable pence and an inter- 
national system af justice, able to 
guarantee and make possible the les- 
sening of our burdens of defense. It 
is evidently impossible during the war 
to investigate the question of limiting 
our national defense in preportion to 
the economical strength of the coun- 
try and within the demands of a peace- 
ful civilization, but we wish to ex- 
press our conviction that this problem, 
after the war, will be the object of a 
thorough investightion which will have 
regard to the international situation 
then arising, As a result of the atti- 
tude of the belligerent countries re- 
garding commerce, the provisioning of 
the country, its fobdd problem and the 
question of maintuining industry, have 
met with steadily increased difficulties, 
‘and the present situation is particu- 
larly serious. It is consequently ab- 
solutely necessary that the govern- 
ment and the nation as a whole ualte 
their efforts to find means to relieve 
the present pressure and to endure 


the crisis without too severe suffer-’ 


ings. It ig therefore necessary thut 
all efforts be made to utilize the re- 
sources of the country to the utmust, 
to encourage and develop production 
particularily of absolutely necessary 
foodstuffs, to adjust properly the inter- 
ests of the producers and consumers 
and as far as possible maintain our 
commercial connections with foreign 
countries. The severe times which our 
people have passed through have most 
strongly proved the necessity to unite 
all the powers of the nation in work 
for the good of our country by a real 
democratic policy in all branches of 
public life. A big majority has, at the 
recently concluded elections to the sec- 
ond chamber of the riksdag, expressed 
themseives in favor of various consti- 
tutional reforms. Among these are 
reforms which would make municipal 
suffrage equal for all who pay taxes to 
the community, with extension of the 
franchise to women on the same terms 
as to men. We intend immediately to 
work out propositions regarding these 
reforms.”

They were received by Rev. Ecktell 
and Rev. Maroni and conducted to 
seats to the right of the chancel, while 
Bishops Tandberg and Otto Jensen 
and the assistant ministers, Revs. Eck- 
tell, Sommerfelt, Herman Lunde, Blak- 
er, Eugene Hanssen and Gjesdahl were 
sented to the left: Kev. Ecktell offict- 
ated at the altar and read the auto- 
biography of the man who wus to be 
consecrated. Rev, Ecktell closed with 
prayer. Bishop Tandberg preached 
the ordination sermon and consecrated 
the candidute as bishup of the diocese 
of Hamar.

CUSTER WASTE BRANDED AS LIE 


—— 


Stories About Wasteful Methoda At 
Camp Spread By People Intent 
On Creating Dissent. 


Lansing. 


With the prices prevailing this year 
the estimated value of Michigan's 
dairy products for 1917 is $78,417,000, 
according to H. D. Wendt, dairy ex- 
pert of the state dairy and food com- 
mission. 

In 1899 the estimated value of Mich- 

igan’s dairy products was $3,918,995, 
and in 1909, $14,287,499. Last year 
it was $43,556,200. 
“ The cow population of Michigan, ac- 
cording to Wendt, numbers approxi- 
mately 865,000 head. producing 311,- 
400,000 gallons of milk each year. 

Of the total milk output, 31,000,000 
gallons goes into the manufacture of 
condensed milk and milk powder, 6,- 
030,000 gallons jnto {ce cream, 10,400. 
000 gallons into cheese and 150,000,000 
gallons into butter. The rest, 114,050,- 
000 gallons. is consumed as liquid ; 
milk, used for cooking purposes, or is {| 
converted into farm dairy butter. 

The manufactured products last 
year were as_ follows: 51,500,000 
pounds of- butter, 6,840,000 pounds of 
cheese, 130,500,060 pounds of con- 
densed milk and 4,700,000 gallons of; 
ice cream. 

While the state’s dairy expeft says. 
that it is impossible to make an abso-| 
lutely accurate estimate as to the cost | 
of production, he believes that the 
average cost is approximately seven 
cents a quart. He says that on this 
basis some dairymen will make a good 
profit while others will lose money. 

Faulty methods of delivering rather, 
than excessive profits are to blame for 
the high cost of milk, according to; 
Mr. Wendt.

The quartermaster of Camp Custer, 
Major M. M. Garret brands as German 
propaganda the story that large piles! 
of waste lumber have been burned at 
Camp Custer.

Major Garrett explains that during 
operations, as a precaution against fire 
risk, all waste material was taken from 
the buildings and placed in huge piles. 
A small portion of this waste was used 
for garbage incineration. The rest is 
still on the grounds, and is now: being 
carefully sorted. Some will be used 
for new buildings, some for fences for 
the corrals, and some for sheeting of 
trenches and under-ground work used 
by the soldiers. The remainder will 
be cut up for kindling wood for the 
barracks’ kitchens. The camp gym, 
which has been ordered, will be built 
with lumber salvaged from this waste 
Pile.

Custer Men Cost U. S. $13 Each. : 


It is costing the federal government 
considerably less money to obtain re- 
cruits for Camp Custer under the se- 
lective draft system than under the 
former scheme of operations. 

Formerly men were obtained for the 
regular army by recruiting parties sta- 
tioned in various cities throughout re 
state. 

According to Federal Disbursing Of- 
ficer W. J. Baker, the expense of regis- 
tering a selected man, giving him his 
physical examination and allowing for 
exemption claims, is approximately 
$13. This includes all expenses of of- 
fice rent, clerk hire, etc, and covers 
everything up to the time. the con- 
script boards the train for Camp Cus- 
ter. 

Under the old system of obtaining 
recruits the expense of recruiting sta- 


; tions, officers, advertising and all other 


items, made the initial cost approxi- 
mately $100 per man. In some in- 
stances it ran higher, as _ recruiting 
parties in peace times were often sta- 
tioned in places for weeks at a. time’ 
without sending a single man to Co- 
lumbus barracks.

In Moscow the tide apparently has 
turned and the Bolsheviki are in con- 
troy of the ancient Russian capital 
with the forces of the provisional gov- 
ernment and Bolsheviki troops has 
One report has it that artillery is be- 
ing used against the historic walls. An- 
other deciares a truce between gov- 
ernment and Bolosheviki troops has 
been arranged. 

Still another report says that a new 
Kerensky army, composed of various 
elements from the front, is close to 
Gatchina. The aim of the new: force 
is to release the city from control of 
the Bolsheviki. It is commanded by 
Staff Captain Pavloff of the Social- 
Democratic Workmen’s party, and al- 
ready has had brushes with the defend- 
ing outposts of the Bolsheviki army.

Centralized, unified control of the 
grand strategy of the allies was the 
burning question of last week, and 
Premier Lloyd-George became the 
storm center of discussion. Following 
the estublishment of the inter-allied 
war council by the British, French and 
Italian’ governments and English par- 
Mamentary and press criticism there- 
of, Mr. Lloyd-George, then in Paris,. 
delivered what he himself called a 
“brutally frank” speech admitting that 
the allies had repeatedly made “incred- 
ible blunders” in Serbix, Roumanta, 
Italy and elsewhere, These he at- 
tributed in the main to lack of united 
action, .and declared thant while the 
war has been prolonged by particular- 
ism, it will be shortened by solidarity. 

This aroused a storm of adverse 
comment and brought the premier face 
to face with the most serious political 
¢risis that has confronted him. Even 
Mr. Asquith joined his critics, and 
Lioyd-George hastened home to reply 
to them. The opposition assumed the 
war council plan meant the retirement 
ef Haig and Robertson and the con- 
trol of military operations by civillans. 
The people as a whole seemed to sup- 
port the premier, and there was a be- 
Uef that he would win the struggle. © 

The war-council scheme is stil! in- 
complete in that the United States is 
net yet included, but it is hoped that 
President Wilson and his administra- 
tion will recognize its wisdom and join 
with the others in evolving and carry- 
ing out a plan of grand strategy. 

Lord Northcliffe was offered the ad- 
ministration of the new. air ministry 
by Lloyd George, but declined. In his 
letter of declination he.spoke of the 
fervor. and enthusiasm with which the 
United States and Canada proceed 
with their war preparations, compar- 
ing this with the “wabbly” methods 
in England. He warned the premier 
that unless there was swift {mprove- 
ment in Great Britain, the United 
Btates would rightly take into its own 
hands the entire management of a 
great part of the war, refusing to “sac- 
rifice its blood and treasure to the In- 
tompetent handling of the affairs of 
Wurope.” 

Painteve’s Cabinet Palls. 


France also was stirred by the uni. 
fication measure and partly as a re- 
wult the tottering ministry headed by 
Premier Painleve toppled over. Its 
fall, however, was more espectally due 
to the controversy over “Bololsm,” the 


German propaganda that fas infested: 


France as well.as the United States, 
Russia and, it now appears, Italy as 
well. . 

No tears were wasted over the fate 
of the Painleve cabinet, but there be- 
gan a great scrambling to find the 
trong leader who, it was admitted, 
must be discovered, Clemenceau, the 
“Tiger.” a former premier, was catl- 
ed on Thursday to form a new minia- 
try and accepted the mission. He Is 
known as an exponent of the big stick, 
ia one of the most forceful figures in 
French public Hfe and was the man 
who started the campaign agninst the 
German propaganda jn France. His 
chief obstacle to success will be the 
‘opposition of the socialists, who hate 
him because of the drastic methods he 
employed in dealing with labor trov- 
dles when he was premier about ten 
years ago.

of the Piave river, the Italian armies 
there put up so determined a fight 
agalnst the invading Austro-Germans 
that the advance of the enemy was for 
the time at least effectually checked, 
At severnl points on the lower Piave 
the Teutons broke across the river, but 
in such small force that the result was 
not serious. The reorganization of the 
Itallans went on rapidly, and supplies 
and re-enforcements were hurried 
south by the British and French. Sev- 
eral British batteries were first to ar- 
rive. and* these went into action at 
once on the river bank, heartening up 
the Latins immensely. Of course it 
will be some time before British and 
French troops in large numbers can 
get to the Italian front, and meanwhile 
General Diaz must endeavor to hold 
the river Une with his own men. This 
line, joining that of the Trentino front 
in the mountains, {is the shortest the 
Jtallans can establish, and its greatest 
danger seems to be in the region of 
Lake Garda. If it is broken or out- 
flanked, probably the defenders will 
have to fall back to the Adige or even 
the Po, and Venice will be captured. 
AH the movable art treasures of 
Venice, Vicenza and Treviso have 
been taken to places of safety in an- 
ticlpation of that event. 

The Itallan situation continues 
grave, but at the opening of the Ital- 
fan parliament on Wednesday there 
was not a single note of despair nor a 
word of anything but resistance so long 
as a man remained standing. The sen- 
ators and deputies reported that the 
people of their districts were firm in 
their support of the government. If 
this attitude is maintained, the Teu- 
tonic Invasion js a failure. 


No More Peace Talk Now. 


One effect of. the thrust against 
Italy {s the almost utter cessation of 
peace talk in Germany. The belief 
has been revived that Germany can, by 
arm, force her will upon the rest of 
the world, and need not make any con- 
eessions to her enemies, 

Of course while the Germans think 
thus, there 1s no use of any one even 
thinking of peace, for the leaders of 
the allies have not the slightest doubt 
that they can eventually defeat Ger- 
many. The American congressional 
party that has been visiting the war 
zone has been impressed with the prev- 
alence of this beHef, and imbued with 
confidence that Prussian milftarism can 
ang will be beaten by pure force, re- 
gardless of the exhaustion of the cen- 
tral powers. They realize fully the 
tremendous task ahead .of us. but face 
{t without fear of the outcome. 


Confusion’"Worse Confounded. 


If anyone outside of Russia knows 
just what has been going on within 
the borders of that distracted country 
lately, he has kept it to himself. Cer- 
tainly civil war hax been raging in 
Petrograd, Moscow and other places, 
the rebellious Bolsheviki and the 
Kerensky supporters fighting tlercely 
for control, and other factions tuking 
a hand in the general ruction. The 
Cossacks, a8 was expected, supported 
Kerensky ‘and other divisions of the 
army changed their allegiance several 
times. The ‘Baltic fieet apparently 
stood by the rebels. The lutter set 
up a government with Lenine as pre- 
mier, but signified their willingness to 
retire both Lenine and Trotzky tf @ 
compromise could be arranged, insist- 
ing, however, on compliance with their 
main program, which has to do chiefly 
with agrarian reforms.

There was litte change in positions 
on the west front. The Germans made 
repeated and desperate efforts to re- 
take Passchendaele ridge, but were 
beaten off with severe losses every 
time. 

Interestitg news continued to come 
frém General Allenby in Palestine. 
His forces, after taking Gaza.~ kept 
pushing on toward Jerusalem, driving 
the Turks and taking large booty from 
them. On Wednesday the British were 
threatening Hebron and had advanced 
along the coast to within a few miles 
of Jaffa. 


Sub-"arine Campaign Failing. 


If the: British admiralty figures are 
a fair basis for calculation, the Ger- 
man submarine campaign is declining 
rapidly toward utter failure. The 
week's report showed only one large 
British vessel sunk by U-boats, and 
the statements from France and Italy 
were almost as good. One German 
milltary expert admits In print that 
the U-boat warfare has failed. The 
importance of this development cannot 
be overestimated, for if ‘the kaiser 
could have prevented wholly or in Jarge 
measure the transportation of supplies 
and troops from America to Europe, 
he could hardly have been defeated. 
If he cannot do that, as seems true, 
the utter collapse of his war on clvi- 
lization is almost in sight. 

Notwithstanding the hundreds of in- 
ventions to combat the submarine, the 
well equipped and swift destroyer re- 
mains the best weapon against the sub- 
mersibie. Of this type of boat the al- 
Hes, and especially America, have a 
vast humber, and Japan has a fleet of 
capable destroyers operating in the 
Mediterranean. 


Mr. Wilson and Organized Labor. 


President Wilson. went to Buffalo to 
address the annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, and he 
told the delegates forcefully yet tact- 
fully what he considered the duty, re- 
sponsibility and privilege of labor es- 
pecially during the continuagce of the 
war. «He earnestly pleaded for the 
unhindered maintenance of all prec- 
esses of labor until Germany has been 
defeated, and the first response to that 
plea came Tuesday, when the building 
trades department of the federation or- 
dered the discontinuance of all strikes 
on government work under its juris- 
diction. This was excellent so far as 
it went, but another big labor trouble 
sprang up immediately when the rall- 
road brotherhoods took action that 
threatened to tie up traffic unless 
higher wages and improved conditions 
were granted. Mr. Wilson again 
jumped into the breach and arranged 
to meet representatives of the brother- 
hoods on November 22, first intimating 
Strongly that rather than endure 
paralysis of traffic in wartime, the goy- 
ernment would take over the operation 
of the railroads, 

The labor situation is really very 
serious, not only because of strikes, 
actual and threatened, but also be- 
cause of the great shortage of labor- 
ing men. In order to get out the mfll- 
tary equipment needed by the United 
States forces in the next 12 months, 
the council of national defense is ar- 
ranging for the mobilization of 100,000 
skilled and unskilled workmen under 
a federal director of labor. . 

Bakers to Be Licensed. 

On Monday the president Jssued the 
formal order directing the-Heensing of 
bakers and of hotels, restaurants and 
other places that serve bread and 
other bakery products of their own 
baking. The order goes Into effect op 
December 12. and offictals of the fond 
adininistration declare that they wits 
be able to bring down tha price of 
bread until a 16-ouace loaf will cost 
but 7 cents. 

Provost Marshal General Crowfer 
announced the five classes Into which 
9.000,000 men registered for military 
duty are divided and sent out a ques- 
tionnaire which each man had to fill;

Two Thanksgiving 
Proclamations of 
Revolutionary Days 


AP JastThanksgiving proctama- 
tion of the revolution was re- 
ported to congress October 18, 
1783. by Duane, Samuel Hunt- 
ington and Holten. It was written by 
Mr. Duane and given to the people on 
the second Thursday in December, It 
expresses thanks for the discharge of 
troops in the following words: ’ 

Whereas, tt has pleased the Su- 
preme Ruler of all human events to 
dispose the hearts, of the late bellig- 
erent powers to put a perlod-to the 
effusion of human blood, by proclaim- 
ing a cessation. of all hostilities by 
sea and land, and these United States 
are not only happily rescued from the 
dangers and calamities to which they 
have. been so long exposed, but thelr 
freedom, sovereignty and indepen- 
dence are ultimately acknowledged; 
and, whereas, in the process of a con- 
test on which the most essential righta 
of human nature depended the inter- 
position of divine providence In ‘our 
favor hath been most abundantly and 
most graciously manifested, and the 
citizens of these United States have 
every reason for praise and gratitude 
to the God of their salvation; ... the 
United States in congress assembled 
do recommend it to the several states 
to. set apart the second Thursday in 
December next as a day of publie 
thanksgiving.” ~ 
* Phe first national Thanksgiving to 
be promulgated after the adoption of 
the Constitution of the United States 
wa§ written by Washington and issued 
on October 3, 1789. This was a gen- 
eral recommendation of thanksgiving 
for the establishment of the Constitu- 
tion. The whereabouts of the original 
of this instrument is unknown, The 
earliest. Thanksgiving proclamation of 
Washington as president in the pos- 
session of the department of state {5 
one dated January 1, 1795, and was 
issued in view of the suppression of 
the rebellion in western Pennsylvan!g, 
which for a time threatened the safety 
of the union. 

This document was written by ex: 
ander Hamilton, secretary of the treas- 
ury, and bears amendments by Rd- 
mund Randoiph, secretary of state. 
The orlginal copy is yellow and the 
ink Ig faded, but it ig yet legible, It 
is the engrossed copy which bears the 
great seal of the United States and the 
signatures of Washington and Ran- 
doiph. The proclamation {s as fol- 
lows: 

“When we review the calamities 
which afflict so many other nations, 
the present condition of the United 
States affords much of consolation and 
satisfaction. Our exemption hitherto 
from foreign war, an Increasing pros- 
pect of the continuance of that exenip- 
tlon, the great degree of internal tran- 
quility we have enjoyed, the recent 
confirmation of that tranquility. by the 
suppression. of an insurrection which 
so wantonly threatened {¢, the happy 
course of our public affairs in general,. 
the unexampted prosperity of ali class- 
es of our citizens, are circumstances 
which peculiarly mark our situation 
with indications of the divine benefi- 
cence toward us. In such.a state it ls 
an especial manner our duty as a peo- 
ple, with devout reverence and affec- 
tlonate gratitude, to acknowledge our 
many and great obligations to almighty 
God, and to tmpfore him to continue 
and confirm the blessings we expe- 
rience. 

“Deeply penetrated with this senti- 
ment, I, George Washington, president 
of the United States, do recommend 
to all religious societies and denom- 
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inations, and to all persons whomso- 
ever within the United States, to set 
apart and observe Thursday, the 19th 
day of February next, As a day of pvb- 
Me thanksgiving and” prayer, and on 
that day to meet together and render 
their sincere thanks to the great ruler 
of nations for the manifold and signal 
mercies which distinguish our lot ag 
a nation, particularly for the posses- 
sion of constitutions of government 
which unite and by thelr union estab- 
lish Hberty with order, for the preser- 
vation of our peace, foreign and do 
mestic; for the seasonabdle control 
which has been given to the spirit of 
disorder in the suppression of the late 
insurrection.”

second place in the hearts of our 
young people is the moving picture 
show. There are many of our boys 
aud girls who almost never miss a 
night. I think the movie is one of the 
big forces for good or evil in any com- 
munity because it reaches so many 
people and because we are more easily 
influenced by things we see than by 
those we hear of or read about. Iam 
sure thata large number of us feel 
anything but satisfied with many of 
the pictures shown. Not only our older 
boys and girla but even our little chil- 
dren see altogether to much of the ob- 
jectionnble, sad, and seamy side of 
life. Even the comedies verge only 
too often on the vulgar. It is not so 
much what is actually pictured, as 
whatis suggested that is so harmful. 
Young people are very impressionable 
and their ideas of life are formed 
chiefly by the pictures which they see. 
Why not let them see sowe of the 
bright, clean, and wholesome things 
in fe? Io am not sure but that it 
would be much better for us older 
people too. ‘Familiarity breds con- 
tempt,” says an old adage; and only 
too often we see young girls and their 
escorts apparently undisturbed by 
scenes which ought to fill us as well 
as them with the deepest disgust. It 
does not seem tome that we can af- 
ford to have the fine perceptions of 
youth blunted in this way. Here 
again is work that we can do, for it is 
not fair to blame the manager that 
such shows are given. He caters to 
the public and gives us just what we 
demand. Staying at home ourselves 
or keeping our children at home will 
not help the boy or girl whose parents 
are not’ so particular. Instead we 
should create a demand for good, 


clean pictures. 

It seemsto me thatthe young peo- 
ple spend altogether too much time on 
the streets. A stranger, I think would 
be impressed, as I was when I first 
came to your town, by the number of 
times he would see the same boys and 
girls parading up and down the streets 
or standing inidle groups upon the 
corners. Satan always finds mischief 
for idle hands, anditis at this time 
that our boys get to smoking ciga- 
rettes and learn to drink. Two-thirds 
of the drinking among onr young boys, 
which is more prevalent than the ma- 
jority of you think, comes from the 
fact that they have spare time which 
they have not learned how to use to 
any advantage. The boys who are 
willing to talk on this subject will in 
most cases tell you they drink not be- 
cause they enjoy the drinkiug but be- 
cause time hangs rather heavily upon 
their hands aud they are auxious for 
excitement. If the life of even one of 
our boys is ruined by drink, because 
we haye not seen that he has the 
proper amusements, shall we not be 
held ascountable? ' I am afraid the 
old excuse of not being our brother’s 
keeper will avail ns little. 

There are plenty of ways in which 
this spare time, which is now being 
spent in idleness or worse, can be 
turned to good account. Does your 
daughter know how to cook and sew 
and do various kinds of fancy work? 
Are you sure she would not enjoy 
these things if given a chance to learn 
them? The education of the girl who 
does not know these things has, in my 
estimation, been sadly neglected. In 
future years she will be grateful to 
you for teaching her these essentials. 
A girl takes great pride in her ability 
to plan and make at least a part of 
her wardrobe. Do your boys and girls 
have access to good books and maga- 
zines? Do you encourage them to 
read? Do you ever read the books

MICHIGAN ACQUIRES UNITED 
STATES LAND ACREAGE. 


Trades 43,972.92 Acres In State 
For Land Owned By Gov- 
ernment. 

Michigan has finally completed ar- 
rangements by which 43,972.92 acres 
of state land has been traded for an 
equal acreage of United States lands, 
Deeds are expected in a few days 
which will put the state into possession 
of lands which have been sought for 
years, . 

Both state and national governments 
have owned tracts of land within par- 
cela owned by the other. The trade 
now blocks out the holdings of each, 
doing away with conflicts. 

The state acquires land in Alcona, 
Oscoda, Alpena, Cheboygan, Craw- 
ford, Roscommon,. Kalkaska, Ljce, 
Montmorency, Ogemaw and Preaque 
Isle counties. Title to the biggest 
forest in the state, located jn Luce 
County, will be vested in Michigan 
when the deed comes,
